The postoffice department contem- 
plates issuing an order to establish 
postal car service from Toledo, over 
the Wabash Railway and St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Northern Railroad, 
to Omaha and Kansas City.

Pasha, minister of war in the old cab- 
inet, retains that position in the new 
ministry. 


There seems no doiibt that the Ger- 
man goverilment has renounced the 
idea of reverting to a mixed silver and 
gold standard. To facilitate commercial 
transactions, however, thaler pieces 
which were to be melted will be re- 
issued and a large quantity of two- 
mark pieces coined.

before the furniture and dishes were 
destroyed and that Duplein had not 
been in the house until after he had 
killed his wife. 


At 
the 
coroner's 
inquest 
there 
was 
nothing 
elicited 
which 
went to show that there had been any 
witnesses to the bloody deed or to any 
of the circumstances connected with 
it, but subsequent developments show 
that there were witnesses to almost 
the whole transaction, although they 
at the time did not know of the fatal 
result of 
the fracas. 
Duplein con- 
versed with his neighbors, the Masons, 
AFTER THE DEICD WAS ACCOMPLISHED. 
The facts of the case are about as fol- 
lows: When Duplein arrived at home 
his wife was in the house. 
When he 
drove into the yard the horses wanted 
to go to the barn and ho wanted to go 
to the trough, and took his whip and 
beat them. 
He 
was beating 
them 
when 
his 
wife 
came 
out 
to 
the puaip and she told him not to beat 
the horses in that manner. 
He was 
enraged at the time and sprang out of 
the wagon and 


STRUCK HER, A BI.OW 
in the face. 
Tiiis 
"was in the barn 
yard. 
He went to strike her again 
when she ran. 
He caught her and 
struck 
her 
again 
and 
she 
again 
got 
away 
from 
him. 
He 
still followed her, and in his cour^c 
probably found the hatchet, and catch- 
ing her struck her down and hacked 
her where she lay and where she was 
found. 
All this was seen by the Ma- 
son boys, who were digging potatoesin 
a 
field 
close 
by, 
although 
they 
did 
not 
know 
that 
he 
was 
murdering 
his 
Avife. 
They 
heard 
her scream lor help, bat they were too 
much frightened to go to her assist- 
ance or give the alarm at the lime. 


Duplein, after the deed v.-as done, 
went to ]Mason's house 'and said that 
he had done something 
that would 
send him to the penitentiary for life 
and he guessed he would destroy him- 
self. 
No 
particular 
attention was 
paid to him at the time and he Vv-ent 
home. 
He was then in the twilight 
seen going 
to the liouse, and then 
came back again to the barn, and was 
apparently 
looking 
for 
some- 
thing. 
Probably 
in his 
frenzy 
he 
had 
forgotten 
where 
he 
had 
struck 
his wife .ind 
was doubtless 
looking 
for 
her 
body, intending to 
p u t it into the house before he fired it. 
Not finding what he was hunting for, 
he went to the house and began smash- 
ing up the furniture, etc., which was 
distinctly heard. 
He then went out 
into the yard, again returned 
to the 
house, fired it, and 
taking the 
rope 
went the b.nck way to the barn, and

Shortly afterwards the fire was dis- 
covered, the neighbors came 
in, 
and 
aflairs were found as already detailed 
i n the SENTINEL. 


All these facts were known 
the 
nightofthe 
inquest but the 
parties 
knowing the facts were noti>resent and 
did not wish to be present. 
On the 
day after the 
funeral, however, the 
principal 
witnesses 
showed 
to the 
neighbors exactly how 
the tragedy 
was enacted, which with a few excep- 
tions corre.sponds exactly with
